Dale Carter spent $65,000 last September for what he 
thought was a small copper, nickel and chrome piating 
company. Instead he got a hazardous waste site that will 
probably cost twice as much to clean up as it did to buy 

The previous owner of A-1 Plating Company on 
Acoma Street in Sacramento neglected to tell Carter about 
the problem. “They (the Department of Health Services) 
were after him for two years before | even came here! 
They should’ve put something on the title so he couldn't 
sell it,” Carter said regretfully 

A-1! Plating is number seven on the March 1985 
California prionty ranking list of hazardous waste sites, 
which is based on cost-effectiveness as well as seriousness. 
The culprit is a 1'x1’x30’ strip of dirt along the building 
“that grass doesn’t grow on,” Carter said. The orange- 
stained soil has high concentrations of toxic heavy metals

bearing rinsewater discharged into the sewer as well 

There had also been tanks along the building 
containing cyanide and munatic acid, which the previous 
owner claimed was not a hazardous waste. He removed 
them after considerable prodding from the Toxic 
Substance Control Division of VHS, according to their tile 
on A-] Plating 

The DHS 1s estimating that the entire cost to clean up 
the contaminated soil will be $150,000. Carter, who said it 
would be futile to sue the previous owner because of his 
bankruptcy, said, “For $150,000, I might as well just kiss it 
off.” 

State “Superfund” money is available to clean up the 
site quickly if Carter is unable to, but that money must be 
repaid. Regarding any options he has for finding help to

In response to such hazardous waste disasters as 
Love Canal in New York in the 1970s, the U. 
Congress created ihe Superfund program in 1980 
followed by the creation of a similar program in 
California in 1981 

The national Superfund program, run by the 
Environmental Protection Agency, enables the federal! 
government to respond directly to “releases of 
hazardous substances and pollutants or contaminants 
that may endanger public health or welfare,” according 
to an EPA Superfund pamphiet. 

The $1.6 billion fund, which receives 86 percent of 
its revenue from taxes on the manufacture or import of 
certain chemicals and petroleum, is reimbursable and
